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CONCISE EXPLANATION OF 
NON-ENGLISH PATENT DOCUMENTS 



European patent document EP 0 364 730 relates to manufacture of passports by 
burning biographical details of the passport-holder into the paper fabric of the data sheet, 
which is covered with plastic, using a laser beam. 

German patent document DE 100 13 410 relates to a laminate in the form of cards, 
e.g., credit or identity cards, which is more durable and difficult to forge. The laminate is 
configured as a three-dimensional structure with a diffractive optical effect, and includes at 
least two films having security elements and, optionally, visible identification elements. 

German patent document DE 101 29 701 relates to an identification document 
comprising at least two sheets joined to one another to form a booklet. Each sheet consists of 
at least two layers, with at least one transparent layer. Data relating to the document holder is 
provided only on one side of the sheets arranged sequentially in the identification document. 

Japanese patent document JP 021 1 1590 A relates to a passport capable of preventing 
forgery and interpolation. A method is used wherein an image is transferred to an image 
receiving layer and a character image or the like is printed on a substrate sheet, and the 
transferred surface of a transparent sheet and the printed surface of the substrate sheet are 
bonded with each other. 

Japanese patent document JP 021 1 1591 A relates to an efficient method for forming a 
booklet, such as a passport, readable with an optical character reader. A portrait image or the 
like is transferred to an image receiving layer of a transparent sheet, a character image of the 
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like is printed on an adhesive layer of a substrate sheet opposed thereto, and the both are 
bonded with each other at the transferred surface and the printed surface thereof.
